I'm sitting here at Jill's house at 10:00 pm on the 21st of January. I'm kind of tired, I didn't get 
much sleep last night. Around 7:30 this morning I got a phone call, waking me up, from Rich Terry's 
brother. Ihad no idea what it could be about or how he got my number in the first place. 

"IsthisMicah?" 

"May I ask who's calling?" 

"This is Rich, from Louisville's, brother." 

"This isMicah." 

".. .Last night around 1 or 2 in the morning Rich was broadsidded... by a drunk driver." 

" What do you mean he was hit by a drunk driver?" 

"Rich.. .Rich is dead..." 

I didn't know what to think. All that I could do was ask when the funeral was. I got off the 
phone and called Jill. Her mom answered. I lost it. I spent the next few hours crying my eye's out. Jill 
called Adel because I just couldn't stop crying yet. I couldn't believe this. Rich was killed by a drunk 
driver!?! A fucking drunk driver! My heart just sank. Why!?! 

The first time that I ever heard of Rich was reading the Project Vegan interview in I Stand 
Alone. Adel explained how she was driving to do the interview with him she slammed into the back of 
his car totalling it. Rich got out and began to inspect the rear bumper. Adel frantically appoligized for 
ruining his car. Rich finished inspecting the car and then declared," That's all right, I have doubles of all 
of those stickers." That made a hell of a first impression with me. I liked Rich before I had ever met 
him in person. 

A couple of months later, my friend Dave told me that there was a kid in Louisville who was 
starting a Hardline Chapter and he was really cool. I was astonished since Louisville has a reputation of 
being the emo-capital of the world (and we all know how Hardline is just at the top of every emo-kids 
list of favorites). Anyway, my friend's band was playing at a show in Louisville soon so I decided to go. 
That was the first time that I had ever met Rich and read his zine Eco-War. We tabled and flyered, we 
talked about everything including the up coming Hardline gathering which would be the next time that I 
saw him.

I really thought that I knew 
Rich well. I did in fact, but something had definitely changed. He wasn't writing or calling any more. I 
over heard Adel telling someone at the Indy fest that "yes he did smoke pot." What! ?! I couldn't believe 
my ears. Rich, smoked pot? I asked Adel and she told me that his girlfriend had left him because his 
views had gotten "too radical." He was also having some family troubles and he just lost his job. 
Apparently he was hanging out with people who were into those kind of things also. Louisville 
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Hardline was no more. 

I guess irom then on, I kind of held a grudge against Rich. Even when he wrote to Indy 
Hardline and myself and admitted his mistakes and appoligized for letting himself and the movement 
down, I still refused to let my emotions give in. I couldn’t, I wouldn't trust him. He called me and I 
explained myself. Rich wanted to be active within Hardline again but we weren't down with that. I still! 
remember Dan explaining how he got sober and then fell and since then he has only worked harder as it j 
has given him the strength to never fall again. Apparently, despite my disbelief, this was the case with ■

You can’t compare homo¬ 
sexuals with bestiality. I mean, 
you know, back when I was in 
Hardline I looked for a lot of 
reasons not to accept homosexu¬ 
als (Ryan laughs). No, I mean 
seriously, I mean cause it was a 
belief I had, I was raised up all 
my life to think that “homosexu¬ 
als are wrong.” I work with 'em, 
you know? I mean, I wouldn’t 
ever hang out with... you know 
(laughs)... my boss is a lesbian 
and she’s not vegan. She’s not 
this and that but she’s a good 
person, you know? She’s a nice 
person and even I can accept that 
it is maybe a deviation but I mean 
anything I guess you could say 
that’s not “the mainstream” is a 
deviation. Likewise, so could 
someone wearing glasses ... is 
society supposed to ostracize 
those people ‘cause they wear 
glasses? 

Ryan: Well, no, but because 
someone’s dyslexic are we sup¬ 
posed to put up road signs that 
are backwards next to all of 
those (that are not)? Because 
homosexuals ask for a lot more 
than acceptance. They’re ask¬ 
ing for radical change in order 
to accommodate them. People 
that want to proliferate Uiis 
“Heather Has Two Mommies” 
and all these little pamphlets, 
they want to give them to first 
graders. You can’t teach a first 
grader what a homosexual is 
when you have not even taught 
'em about heterosexuals. 

Steve: Well, as with any group 
there arc radicals in i L There’ 11 be 
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radicals in any group. The homosexuals I know, 
they’re not militant. I’m a pretty voiceful person, 
I’ve said like “fag” and stuff in front of all of them. 

I mean they’re not all up in arms. They’re everyday 
people that you wouldn’t even know was gay. I 
mean I’ve talked to people in the store (where Steve 
works) and they don’t even know these people are 
gay. I've been surprised about some of them being 
gay. You know, I mean its really shocked me and 
I think its easy when you’re never around ... I 
mean, I’ve seen my share of like “deviants” I guess 
you could say or “flamboyant” homosexuals. I 
mean I don’t like the flamboyant. 

Ryan: See, to me, in my opinion that doesn’t 
bother me. If a guy wants to put on a dress or 
wear lipstick or whatever or you know, talks 
with a lisp things like that don’t bother me, 
those are personality traits. You know, whether 
a guy can wear a dress or not to me is just a 
cultural thing that’s been created. And that 
kind of stuff doesn’t bother me. When I’m 
voicing my opinion on homosexuality I’m talk¬ 
ing about the actual act of two people of the same 
sex having intercourse. 

Steve: See, I think that’s the whole problem. I’m 
not trying to necessarily defend it, but homosexu¬ 
ality isn’t sex. You know what I’m saying? 

Ryan: But I don’t have a problem with two 
people having love for each other. But its the 
fact that, you know, I mean ... (the interview is 
interrupted). I think you’re right that we don’t 
want to spend too much time arguing about this. 
But just one more point I want to bring up is you 
keep mentioning how like, for example, your 
boss, she’s a lesbian but she’s a good person and 
what not You know, I work with people in my 
job who may be pro-choice, omnivores, you 
know even homosexual that I feel are good 
people. But... you see the point I’m getting to. 
Steve: That they’re nice people but likewise .. . 
Ryan: I still don’t agree with things that they do. 
Steve: Right. Ok, then let me just say this and then 

Ryan:... we’re done. 


Steve: Yeah. That’s true, but like I said a lot of the 
people at my work who are gay, you’d never know 
it. People might find out from word of mouth that 
they’re homosexual, whatever and its like “they’re 
gay, well boom! Fuck them.” 

Ryan: I don’t agree with that sort of behavior 
towards anyone. 

Steve: Ok, well that’s fine. I’m saying it happens. 
If someone finds outsomeone’s homosexual they’re 
like “well, whoah, I can’t stand them.” 

Ryan: And I’m sure you saw your share of this 
when you were Hardline, when you say you’re 
against homosexuality these days “boom! You’re 
out of here, fuck you.” Even if you’re saying “I 
disagree with ‘fagbashing’, I disagree with dis¬ 
crimination, I just feel that the act of homosexu¬ 
ality is wrong” and then all of a sudden you’re 
the outcast 

Steve: Ok, well yeah, that might be true, but I don’t 
think so as much as ... 

Ryan: It’s not as prevalent 
Steve: Yeah, I mean, I still pretty much say that 
that’s not a lifestyle that I would want my child 
engaged in . 

Ryan: (Laughs). Right Just real fast ‘cause I 
don’t want to argue about this or this would be 
too long. What are your feelings about abortion 
now? 

Steve: Abortion I think idealistically I am against 
it. I believe that is, a fetus is a living thing. Being 
vegan naturally ... 

Ryan: You have to be consistent 
Steve: Right. However, you know also I know a lot 
of women a lot of girls whatever, I understand a lot 
of reasons why people would want to have abor¬ 
tions and as much as I think they’re bullshit, you 
know, what can I do? You can present the facts to 
these women but what I believe is this-1 believe, I 
think it is bullshit, but I think instead of like saying 
“ban it” and having this militant stance against it 
you need to educate people. You need to educate 
people about how it might be fucked up ... 

Ryan: Really, I swear on Hardline, I’m not 
trying to be an asshole, but “banning is not 
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prevention/ But it’s a step in the right direction” 
(from “Convenience” by Raid). I mean, you said 
that I’m not trying to use that against you just 
because you said it but because that’s still what 
I believe and you worded it pretty eloquently 
back then so ... 

Steve: Right That’s exactly what I’m saying now. 
Banning is not prevention. 

Ryan: So do you think your view has changed? 
Steve: Well, yeah its changed to an extent, you 
know. 

Ryan: Maybe the approach that you take to¬ 
wards it? 

Steve: My approach is different but likewise I don’t 
feel as strong about... I mean, a lot of my views I’m 
not as radical about. There was a point when I 
would just be like “fuck the world, I hate everyone, 
I’m right, everyone else is wrong.” Anyways 
(laughs). 

Ryan: Which I think is going to be the theme 
(laughs) throughout this interview. 


Steve: (Laughing) what, “I mnght, you re wrong i 
Ryan: No, no, no, the theme is going to be that 
that was what you had a problem with. 

Steve: Well, its not just that. There’s many things 
in Hardline that... 

Ryan: I’m sure we’ll touch base with those. Just 
something I was curious about, you’re “vegan” 
yet you eat honey. 

Steve: Ok, well let’s put it this way. I can call 
myself vegan in terms of a definition that can easily 
fit the name for my diet. If someone wants to say 
I’m not vegan because I eat honey, ah then, fine, I 
don’t care. I’m not trying to argue over a word. If 
Hardline people want to say... I shouldn’t say that, 
if anyone wants to say I’m not vegan ‘cause I eat 
honey then I’m not vegan. I am what I am not 
because of a definition. I am what I am. 

Ryan: Because of your beliefs. 

Steve: Right, because of my beliefs. There was one 
point in my life when I used to agonize that I drove 
a car getting to work or something because l hit 
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"...A LOT OF MY VIEWS I'M NOT AS RADICAL ABOUT " 


bugs and shit. Just where I’m at now I don’t see that 
as being as important as a lot of other things. 
Ryan: Oh I think its important but I think its a 
necessary evil. A means to an end. 

Steve: What, driving a car? 

Ryan: Right I feel the way that you were saying 
you used to feel, I still feel that way. It bothers 
me a great deal. Its something that’s necessary, 
I have to function in this society if I’m going to 
tear it apart, you know?

I’m 
just saying there’s many things, I think, more 
important that you could do, that everyone else 
could that I think would effect the world on a 
greater scale than eating honey. Let’s put it at that. 
Ryan: (Laughs). Ok. Explain the situation the 
first time you smoked marijuana. I was thinking 
you probably wouldn’t get this question when I 
sent it to you ‘cause what I was thinking ... I 
wanted people to know that their conception 
about why you started doing this is probably 
totally wrong. 

Steve: Ok. I did it before I was even “straight edge.” 
I drank before I was straight edge and I smoked 
cigarettes. It wasn’t like I was a kid always wonder¬ 
ing what it was like. Because I think a lot of people 
who used to be straight edge got into straight edge 
when they were really young and now its like 
they’re older and so they’re just like “well, hey, I 
missed out.” Basically how I got into it is by, I 
started getting really interested in herbology and 
primitive societies, reading about them, this and 
that, I started taking ... you know, I’d be tired or 
something at work, being a new father and not 
getting much sleep and working forty plus hours a 
week I’d get tired, so you know, I’d look into herbs 
and shit that I could take that would get me more 


energy orsomething. When I was sick. I’d look into 
herbs that would cure me of whatever my ailment 
was. Then I started reading about marijuana. I was 
familiar with a lot of the arguments and I guess 
(laughing) you could say what the “pro-hemp lobby” 
whatever said. So I became interested. A lot of stuff 
they said made sense. Regardless of the fact if they 
were just saying that ‘cause they want to smoke it 
themselves, you know? A lot of it does make sense 
and a lot of it is true. Anyway, so you know, I was 
like “well fuck. I can take this herb, you can take 
too much of this herb and it will be harmful to your 
body. Likewise you can take too much marijuana. 

..” Actually, you could probably take more mari¬ 
juana than you could take some herbs and not get as 
detrimental an effect as you could off some herbs. 
I mean, there’s never no noted deaths from mari¬ 
juana. There’s no toxicity to marijuana as there 
would be like some mecicinal herb. So, I got into it 
basically that way. Kind of like, not something that 
was a social thing. 

Ryan: That’s what I wanted to point out ‘cause 
you said to me before that the first time you did 
it you weren’t with friends. I wanted everyone to 
know that Because we’re brainwashed right 
now to think that people only do drugs because 
they want to be part of a crowd which I do 
believe is true for a great many people, but I just 
want people know that’s not true with you, I 
don’t think. 

Sieve: I mean, I myself, it was fuckin’ wild man, 10 
tell you the truth (laughs). I was pretty fuckin’ 
sketched on it, you know? 

Ryan: What do you mean? 

Steve: Well, you know, I’d been straight, I used to 
do it when I was younger but its such an experience 
that I just didn’t realize that... I hadn’t experienced 
it in so long (laughs) it was like “boom!” It was 
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wild. So how I got into it more 
was not necessarily the medici¬ 
nal ... 

Ryan: Because you are not tak¬ 
ing it as a medicine. 

Steve: No, well no, no I’m not. 
You could say I am in the same 
way, you know, if someone’s 
wanting to relax or something 
with say vevellia (spelling? -ed.), 
its a good kind of relaxer type 
thing. Like if you brew some tea 
or something. You could say in 
that same way its the same thing 
for me. 

Ryan: But you could pick some- 
thing (else). I mean brewing tea 
I see as a lot less harmful to you 
and others than smoking mari¬ 
juana. 

Steve: Ok , harmful to others in 
terms of what ? 

Ryan: This will bring us into 
the next question. If we were 
living in eco-topia, perhaps if 
one wanted to grow marijuana 
and home brew in moderation, 
then the topic would be debat¬ 
able. But in today’s society, with 
everything connected to the 
production of those substances 
can you really feel good about 
buying or using it? I know in 
the beginning for you it was 
just “home brew” and “back 
yard pot” whatever you want 
to call it, but now, where does 
your alcohol come from and 
where does your pot come 
from? Because I think you do 
know what I’m saying as far as 
vivisection ... “drug war.” 
Steve: Yeah, I do. First of all, 
there’s... I mean, the only place 


. . . I don’t get marijuana from 
like the “inner city.” Most of the 
people I get it from are maybe cId 
hippies (laughs) or just.... they’ re 
all mellow dudes. 

(At this point my recording of the 
interview is cut off because the 
tape was not recorded over prop¬ 
erly. A small portion of the inter¬ 
view is lost where I say I think 
Steve burned himself out and he 
rebuts.) 

Ryan: Ok, it can be argued that 
you smoking marijuana or 
drinking a beer to relax is no 
different from a Hardliner 
reading a comic book or watch¬ 
ing a movie to do the same. AH 
can be harmful to the brain, all 
can involve destructive things 
in their production. But, you 
are resting from a “hard day’s 
work”, from going to college 
and from being married with a 
daughter. We are resting from 
leafledng, from debating the 
issues AND from doing the 
same things you are doing. So 
can you really say its the same? 
Steve: Ok, First of all, you can’t 
tell me and no Hardliner can tell 
me that’s all they do. In your 
spare time you’ re out leafledng. I 
mean, I know there’s some people 
who are like that but I mean, 
fuck, you know even when I was 
Hardline I didn’t do that shit. At 
most I’d go to a couple of 
(hardcore) shows a month and 
try to hand out flyers there and 
I’d go to protests. It wasn’t like 
“fuck man, its my day off, I gotta 
go out, rush hour lets see is around 
8:00 o’clock, I gotta be out there 


at 7:30. Just standin’ out in the 
street handing out flyers.” 

Ryan: But even doing as much 
as you can is admirable, I feel. 
Its still doing more than just 
doing nothing. 

Steve: If you’ re looking for me to 
say ... You know, when I come 
home, get everything taken care 
of at home, wife, kid all that shit, 
put Kali down. If I decide to have 
a couple beers, smoke a joint 
(laughs) I mean, its not any dif¬ 
ferent from someone fucking talk¬ 
ing on the phone- even if you’re 
talking about animal rights! Or 
going to a movie, its no different. 
I feel that you can get a lot... 
well, I don’t want to say that 
Ryan: Well thats good enough 
(laughs). Ok, most of the people 
from the old like Memphis 
“crew” or whatever cheesy 
term we want to use to refer to 
the group of people we’re talk¬ 
ing about, most of them who 
aren’tstraight (drug-free) any¬ 
more are still “vegan.” Do you 
have any thoughts about why 
you think that might be? 
Steve: Well, because I think for 
the whole time that veganism was 
something that you weren’t do¬ 
ing for yourself, well for the 
people that were true, but as with 
most people veganism was some¬ 
thing that was real, that wasn’t 
something you do for the self, 
(but) something you do for the 
other issues, for the animals, for 
the environment... To say that 
‘cause “well, you’re not straight 
anymore, so are you not vegan?” 
Let’s putit this way, in “Hardliner 
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[C urst* of 

i I've recieved glory/the curse of empathy] 
Every death I feel/ every death is me. 
Nailed I’m crucified/ for their suffering, 
fl’ve given my very* soul for the 
redemption of life; and I shall make the 
enslaved free. "There's no reason to 
live/ without a reason to die." It's the

words”: “If you fall once, it doesn’t mean you’re 
going to fall completely”, you know? Like I said, I 
mean, I think why its probably hard for a lot of 
people to understand is because to most people in 
that whole Hardline philosophy the world’s black 
and white. When I stopped (being) straight people 
might have thought that I’d stop being vegan. Well 
fuck, “I stepped into darkness, so I mean, I’m 
fucking shit you, know?” Since I have this view 
about homosexuals, “well humpf. He’s justifying 
pedophiles.” 

Ryan: I think the reason why that is with a lot of 
us is because the philosophies that we have, we 
think all tilings are interconnected. If you care 
about one thing . . . You were saying earlier, 
you’re vegan so yes, you must feel that ethically 
abortion is wrong. We connect everything like 
that I know you know this, because you used to 
believe it 

Steve: Um, well, so ... Ok (both laugh). I know, I 
understand that I guess it just all boils down to 
what Hardline views as important and what I view 
as important. You know I agree with, I think things 
in nature are interconnected. But the whole prob¬ 
lem I think with Hardline too is “what is natural? 
What is nature, what is ‘intended’, what is the 
‘divine plan’?” 

Ryan: Y ou mentioned “let me put it into Hardline 
words,” kind of stepping back into the old per¬ 
sonality, the old “Steve Raid” persona, what 
you would have said. So, I mean obviously you 
remember what you used to say about people 
that are doing the same things you’re doing. 
Steve: Yeah. 

Ryan: Does that bother you? If you could step 
back into your shoes and see yourself now? 
Steve: Sure, I mean, I could say, you know, if I saw 
myself now I’d probably be... I don’t know, at one 
point I might be bummed but even when I 'was 
Hardline I could always respect somebody that 
knew what the fuck they were talking about. I 
consciously would never go into anything igno¬ 
rant. Even when I started drinking alcohol or started 
smoking marijuana, it was something that I had to 


go through in my mind it wasn’t something that 
was like I was hanging out and I was like “ Whoah, 
peer pressure! But sure, likewise if I saw myself 
(sigh) . . . When I was like in eleventh grade, 
fuckin straight edge, pro- American skinhead, I 
would have viewed myself in Hardline and where 
I’m at now as kind of weird, too. So like I said, I 
mean, where I’m at now will change, too. Who 
fucking knows?! 

Ryan: But see, with me, I look back... I’ve been 
through a lot of the same “phases,” I was the 
“straight edge youth” then I was the big “I want 
to be like that guy in Integrity” hard-edger kid 
2 nd I was a skin head. I went through all those 
little trips. With me, I can look back at those 
things and see pieces of all of those things I used 
to be kind of formulating into who I am now. 
Like, you know, ok I was a straight edge kid and 
did a lot of these things that were dumb but I 
picked up on a few things that were cool that 
eventually got me into this. Even when I started 
out being Hardline I can look back on myself 
and think “you know, I was kinda stupid.” Some 
of the tilings, the cosmetic things about Hardline 
may have attracted me more than they should 
have, you know “boy guns are cool.” But I was 
getting the right idea and through that I met a 
lot of cool people that, if it hadn’t been for 
Hardline I don’t think I ever would have found 
out about Earth First! or the Animal Liberation 
Front or all of these other important, vi tal things. 
The way I hear you talk about it, its like “chop, 
chop, chop, I was Ihis, I was that. ” With me, its 
all the same person. 

Steve: I don t want to put it that way because since 
I was in ninth grade I was really kind of socially, 
politically aware. I tried vegetarianism in the ninth 
grade, I was familiar with the ALF, I was familiar 
with all sorts of struggles. I’ve always, I shouldn’t 
say “always,” but for a long time, way before I was 
into Hardline I was familiar with its concepts. Its 
just, over a period of time I drew to what I am now 
and looking back would I say I regret Hardline I’d 
say no way. Because that’s where I was at, I 
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"I MEAN. 1 DON'T WANT ' TO SAY...THAT I'VE< 


PROGRESSED BECAUSE THAT WOULD BE SENDING, 


believed every fucking ... A lot of times people 
will come up and hit me up about being a hypocrite 
or whatever. Its just a word to me. But where I was 
at then I fuckin’ meant every word of it and where 
I’m at now is different” I say likewise before 
Hardline I had beliefs that I believed 100% and I 
don’t regret anything. I’m at where I’m at now, I’m 
the person I am now from everything I’ve been in 
the past, like you said. 

Ryan: But its going in a different direction than 
I have. That’s what I’m trying to figure out, 
another thing I wanted to know from you was do 
you feel as if you have just changed to a 
completley new person or do you feel that you 
continue to advance and to progress and that 
this was just the next step to progressing to...? 
Steve: Well, I don’t think I’ve regressed in any¬ 
way. In some ways you could say that if you want 
to look at life in the way of progression and regres¬ 
sion, I mean, I don’t think I’ve regressed in anyway 


maybe not going to this and that is because I don’t 
want to be put in the position where I used to be 
where I was someone who people could look up to. 
People want like a... I don’t know how to phrase 
this right, but like, people want me to go to these 
protests not because they want one more person but 
because they feel like I should be there. Not be¬ 
cause these people even necessarily like me. 
Ryan: So wouldn’t that make you think it IS just 
because they want another person, since they 
don’t like you? (Laughs). 

Steve: Well, they don’t talk shit on other people 
who are vegetarians that don’t have anything to do 
with Hardline who don’t go to protests and this and 
that. Well, I don’t want to say they talk shit on me, 
I haven’t heard that but I know that the way some 
of the people may... 

Ryan: I think the reason why you take more 
criticism than the average person down there . 


Ryan: But do you think you’ve progressed ? 
Steve: In a lot of ways I think since ... I mean, I 
don’t want to say, you know, that I’ve progressed 
because that would be sending the wrong message, 
but ... In a lot of ways my personality has 
progressed since I’ve been out of Hardline. (The 
interview is interupted). 

Ryan: A lot of the Hardline kids in your town 
have started a mainstream animal rights group 
working with people who aren’t Hardline who 
may disagree with a lot of Hardline things and 
we’ve done thesame thing here. Just doing basic 
animal rights protests, trying to gather up sup¬ 
port for just animal rights. They complain a lot 
that you don’tshow up when they tell you about 
protests and of course, we’re talking about dif¬ 
ferent people who aren’t you, but when they tell 
Mark Whitlock (Raid bass player) you know, 
Shane, like whoever hangs out down there, 
people like that tend not to show up. 

Steve: Well, I can’t justify anyone else’s actions 
and I don’t want to get into that but my reasons for 


Steve:... is because of the position I used to be in 
and that’s kind of one of the reasons why I don’t, I 
mean, I kind of feel lik e “Look, who cares? What’s 
one more person?” I’m no one special... I don’t 
deserve... 

Ryan: But we think you do, well, I think you do, 

I can’t even say “we” because I can’t speak for 
everyone. A lot of people have given me shit, 
saying “why are you bothering (to do this inter¬ 
view)?” and the reason why I’m bothering, I 
have this long introduction written out about 
why I’m bothering, but its like one of these 
questions I have here, the whole smoking out/ 
drinking beer thing aside, getting to what we’re 
talking about right now- “I’d give my life to save 
them all/ I’d take a life if only this hell would 
fall” (from Raid “The Curse of Empathy”). 
That shit means a lot to me and it means a lot to 
other people and it depresses us that you were 
the person that originated from, articulating a 
lot of our feelings like that and that you just 
don’t believe in it now. 

Steve: It’s not necessarily that I don’t believe in it, ’ 
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I mean I still believe that its right, I just haven’t come to few protests. 

Ryan: But you don’t believe in going to those extremes. 

Steve: Well, I mean, I wouldn’t necessarily say that. In a lot of ways I’m still into that more than I’m not. 
Just because I don’t go to a few fucking protests doesn’t make me less into animal rights. 

Ryan: Uni... (long sigh). Rumor has it that you were kind of upset upon learning the Hardline 
chapters stopped selling your CD. Of course this is a rumor, but, if this is true do you think it was 
a wise decision on our part? Would it be fair for a kid in another country that would have no way 
of finding out about what you’re into now, would it be fair for them to get to your music from me 
and think you’re still into what you were saying? 

Steve: No, it wouldn’t. The rumor was partially true. I wasn’t upset that JP sent... I mean, I heard that 
JP of Memphis Hardline sent back his Raid CDs. 

Ryan: So did I. 

Steve: Well like, you know, I understand. 

Ryan: And some people still have ‘em. And a lot of people still ask for them. I warif to make that 
up front, too. 

Steve: But what I was upset about was, Sean’s (of Hardline Records) not here to give his side, but from 
what I understood Sean stopped selling them. It kind of pissed me off, but I don’t know, I don’t want to 
get into personal things. A lot of stuff I hear is what people have told me. 

Ryan: Likewise. 

Steve: Ihear that wasn’teven true. Maybe I shouldn’t even bring up Sean, maybe I should just say that 
I understand why chapters would send Raid CD’s back. 

Ryan: But still despite the fact we’re trying to make it known, I guess this interview will be the 
biggest step in making it known. It hasn’t been a big deal with us where we’re gonna be like “Raid 
sells out: cover story” you know? People don’t know. We all still get letters from people “tell me 
about Raid and Vegan Reich and all these Hardline bands” and this and that. Its a pain in the ass 
for one to try and write back and explain in a few sentences what we’re explaining in this interview. 
But what do you think about that? I know you don’t have any control if people think you’re a band. 
What do you feel about people ihat would be let down if they found out that you don’t believe.. 
• 

Stove: Welp, I mean, what can I say? “Sorry, but I’m not living my life for you, I’m living my life for 
myself.” Because my opinions, I don’t want to say they’re personal because in a way they’re not. 
Everything I said at time I believed. Earlier when I talked to you, you told me some quote, that straight 
edge “if you’re not now, then you never were,” type thing. 

Ryan: That’s one of their slogans now and I just ask you if you thought that applied to us and if you 
think since you’re not Hardline now you never were Hardline? 

Steve: A lot of times people in different groups like to ... Like also, that used to be the big skin thing- 
“you ’ re a skin for life.” (Laughs). Loyalty to your group, your faction, your crew or whatever is admirable 
to be loyal for something for life but life, I’m not just talking about myself but for a lot of people, people 
change. A lot of people who criticized me harshly at first, who wouldn’t talk to me are starting to change 
their minds, too, about things and all I’m saying is that people who threw the biggest stones at me I guess 
you could say aren’t really ail that different. Its just like “Hey, they’re calling me hypocrite” and even 
though they might not be smoking out they’re on the same path. (Laughs). 

Ryan: Just on a personal level, it was never a big deal with me where I was like “aw, I’m not gonna 
talk to that fuckin’ guy now.” You and I hadn’t talked to each other anyway even when you were 
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Hardline, we never communi¬ 
cated that often and I wouldn’t 
have minded talking to you at 
all its just I was hearing from 
everyone else what you were 
saying and it wasn’t that im¬ 
portant to me. Its just now, as 
time has gone by it hasn’t gone 
away as fast as it probably 
should have. I kind a want to tie 
it up I guess, everyone talking 
about this “thing.” 

Steve: I don’t have any harsh 
feelings towards you or anyone 
else its just that where I was then 
is not where I’m at now and when 
I was there I believed every 
fucking word of it I mean, I still 
believe a lot of the important 
things, just at different degrees. I 
feel I have more understanding 
then I did when I was Hardline. I 
mean in some ways I guess you 
could say I don’t have as much 
“fury” as I did. But that “fury” 
can really kinda sidetrack. 

Ryan: Well, it can be counter¬ 
productive when its taken to an 
extreme but I think the whole 
deal is balancing the “fury,” 
using it for productive ... Be¬ 
cause I think emotions like an¬ 
ger and hatred can be really 
important If I did ‘t have love 
and compassion for others I 
wouldn’t have hatred and an¬ 
ger towards their oppressors 
and if I didn’t have hatred and 
anger towards their oppressors 
I’d never get around to express¬ 
ing my love and compassion, 
because I express my love and 
compassion by trying to help 
them out I don’t know, I mean 
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I see you as a person who is 
aware of things around you, 
who doesn’t just follow the 
crowd. Like “Words of War,” 
the song, talked about mari¬ 
juana and alcohol and other 
substances being used to keep 
people just working their jobs, 
chillin’ with their kids, smokin’ 
out, doing these things and not 
effecting change. 

Steve: Well let me tell you this. 
When I wrote that song I hadn’t 
done anything for a long time, I 
wasn’t educated about it. A lot of 
the stuff I would read or hear. 
Now, having a little more under¬ 
standing, to say like “Words of 
War” that the government deals 
drugs, I mean that was all stuff 
that I heard. That’s all it is. That’s 
not necessarily fact. Talkin’ about 
“artificial stimulation” ... 

Ryan: Well, I would say PCP 
and crack are artiGcial stimu¬ 
lation. 

Steve: Oh yeah, yeah, yeah. 
Ryan: But I think marijuana, 
its something that occurs natu¬ 
rally but that doesn’t mean I’m 
going to, you know... Poison¬ 
ous berries grow naturally too, 
but (laughs)... 

Steve: Oh, I know, but I’m not 
saying its natural stimulation. If 
people want to say “artificial 
stimulation,” that’s fine but the 
line I’m thinking about goes 
“You’re playing with a loaded 
gun/ Of artificial stimulation” and 
Jt talks about getting apathetic 
and lushful or something. 

Ryan: “The flight of drugs 
started in the sixties to curb the 
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protests.” 

Steve: Yeah. Well, I mean, what 
I said was opinion and theory, it 
wasn’t fact. I wrote those lyrics, 
true. My position might be dif¬ 
ferent now then it was before, 
well fuckin’ fine, you know? But 
I feel more educated in what drugs 
are about and what marijuana is. 
Marijuana.. Shit, it hasn’t made 
me apathetic, lushful or what¬ 
ever. 

Ryan: Well, but don’t you re¬ 
member the people, even when 
you were straight edge kid (and) 
when you Hardline who told 
you “you just don’t know what 
you’re talking about, you just 
don’t know the facts, you need 
to get educated.” Do you re¬ 
member those people? I mean, 
do you think they were right? 
Steve: Well, sure, sure, that hap¬ 
pened. 

Ryan: Were they right? 

Steve: I’m not saying... No, I’m 
not going to say they were right 
I’m not going to say I’m right 
because I do drink and smoke out 
every now and then. Marijuana 
and alcohol isn’t right or neces¬ 
sarily a wrong thing. Like I said I 
don’t believe in black and white. 
But if someone came at me and 
approached me like “well, you’ re 
talkin’ all this shit about mari¬ 
juana and you don’t know” and it 
happened. And you know, I mean 

Ryan: Its happened to all of us, 
that’s why I’ve asked. 

Steve: Well Irememberit ‘Cause 
man, a lot of times I ‘d make up 
quotes. I’d make up shit. You 












know, I remember talking to this 
one dude about hemp and smoke 
and I said stuff. I’d bullshit and 
I’ve come to find out he was 
right. I was wrong about a lot of 
shit, stuff like that, yeah I do feel 
stupid about. But people who are 
just like “oh, you’re just into it, 
you were just straight because 
you’re young” and that’s bullshit 
Just because you get older doesn’ t 
mean... 

Ryan:... you're going to change 
all of your beliefs. 

Steve: Yeah, its not like that at all 
and that’s not what happened. Its 
not a thing of age its just differ¬ 
ent With me its not like I felt I 
was “mature”. . . you’ve got to 
understand, when I was in 
Hardline I was out of straight 
edge for a long time. 

Ryan: Of course. 

Steve: My beliefs in Hardline 
what they were was considered 
educated. Usually with me, if I 
found enough about a belief that 
I’m wrong then fuck. I’m going 
to have to change. 

Ryan: But that’s how I became 
... I mean, JP from Memphis 
Hardline said a very cool thing 
to me just in casual conversa¬ 
tion.-We were talking and he 
was talking about how he used 
to be a punk and this and that; 
and you know JP and you know 
how he is and you know how he 
is as far as his arguing tactics 
with people... and being really 
... you know, not... you know 
what I’m saying, he’s JP. 

Steve: This is going to be in print? 
Ryan: I’m printing this. Idon’t 


care, you know? This guy said 
to me, I asked “well, you were a 
punk and everything, what 
turned you pro-life, how did 
you get into that?” and you 
know whathe said? JP said this 
“I got tired of losing argu¬ 
ments.” So you know, that’s 
how most of us have gotten into 
it Its because we had views on 
... you know, I had views be¬ 
fore I got into stuff, you know, 
I was a vegetarian but I didn’t 
see anything wrong with drink¬ 
ing cow’s milk. You said you 
dug up your old Hardball demo 
(my old band with John of Ft 
Lauderdale Hardline -ed.). I’m 
sure you saw the song, it said 

something about “homophobic 
trash.” I was the big anti¬ 
homophobia campaigner. 
Those were things that I 
thought were my beliefs and I 
talked to people and found out 
I was wrong (laughs). I found 
out for myself and learned some 
of the facts. I guess its just a 
matter of... 

Steve: Well, let’s put it this way, 
like I said, if I’ve got a belief that 
was wrong and somebody edu¬ 
cated me I would have to change 
that I’ve had tons of people who 
know their shit tell me why I 
shouldn’t do or why I should 
change my opinion. I haven’t 
turned completely around, I have 
a lot of the same beliefs as people 
in Hardline.

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Believe it or not, more and more bodybuilders and other strength 
athletes are tumingto vegetarian diets. They've become educated to the many 
advantages this approach offers, including, for starters, providing all the 
nutrients needed to literally built the physique of a gorilla and never having to 
feel hungry. 

A vegetarian diet is, in fact, loaded with advantages: There is no 
better way to cut body fat. And you skip all the anim al fat and cholesteral that 
most americans get. Don't let anyone tell you you can't build muscle from 
plant protien. Bulls, stallions, gorillas and elephants build their massive 
strength not from m eat, eggs or dairy products, but from plants. 

Okay, but how do we make the switch, and how do we assure 
complete nutrition? And what are the high protein vegetarian foods? 

First, the basics. The easiest overall guide is called the New Four 
Food Groups. Devised by the Physicians Committee for Responsible 
Medicine in 1991, the New Four Food Groups assures an adequate mix of 
amino acids, essential fats, complex carbohydrates, vitamins and minerals by 
building the menu from grains, vegetables, legumes (beans, peas, and,ientils) 
and fruits. In this simple plan, animal products are no longer considered 
dietary essentials, and ideally they are illiminated completely. Vegetable oils 
should be kept to a minimum. 

GO WITH THE GRAIN 

To plan your meals, start with the grain. About half your plate 
should be filled with rice, pasta, com, ect., or, if you prefer, substitute a starchy 
vegetable, such as potato. Grains give you good, clean burning complex 
carbohydrates that increase your body's production of thyroid hormone and 
noradrenaHine to cut body fat. 

Next, fill about a quarter of your plate with vegetables. I usually 
suggest two different vegetables, such as carrot and broccoli, at a single m eal 
These are vitamin powerhouses. 

The final quarter of your plate should be a legum e: vegetarian baked 
beans, black beans, lentles, peas, etc. Legumes are rich in protien, complex 
carbohydrates, fiber and omega-3 fatty acids. 

V egetarian foods lend them selves very well to multiple meals a day. 
Their content ofcopmplex carbohydrates helps keep the metabolic rate up. 

Typical breakfasts might include oatmeal with fresh melon and 
whole grain toast, or maybe whole-wh eat pan cakes with grapefruit. For lunch, 
try vegetarian chili or a bean burrito along with Spanish rice, salad and 
vegetable. Dinnermight be mushroom stroganoff orspaggettimarinara with 
vegetables. For additional meals and snacks, try fruits, salads or soy milk. 

Some poeple prefer to start their day with fruits. IT helps them feel 
energized all day. Others, however, feel out of sorts if they start their day with 
fruit. The reason is that sugars-even fruit sugars- increase the brain chemical 
serotonin, which for some people can cause sleepiness, depression or 
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THE NEW FOUR FOOD GROUPS - 

Devised by the Physicians Committee for Responsible Medicine in 1991, this eating plan 
requires no animal products. Put these groups together in the amounts listed in the chart 
for every 1,200 calories in your daily diet. So if you consume 2,400 calories, double the 
basic plan; 3,600 calories, triple the basic plan.

However, this concept is 
falling by the wayside in recent years 
as nutritionalists, including the 
American Dietetic Association, have 
found that any variety of plant foods 
provides more than enough complete 
protein for basic physiologic needs.

BOOSTING PROTEIN 

Bodybuilders and other weight 
trainers demand more than a basic diet. 
They need more protein and more car¬ 
ries. The exact amount of protein need¬ 
ed is a matter of continuing controver¬ 
sy. But you can get whatever amount 
you want from vegetarian sources. Sur¬ 
prisingly, vegetables contain generous 
amounts of protein. In terms of percent¬ 
age of calories, asparagus is 42% pro¬ 
tein and broccoli is 40% protein. The 
hitch, however, is that vegetables are 
not at all nutrient dense, and you would 
have to eat generous servings of veg¬ 
etables to boost your protein intake 
substantially. 

Beans, peas and lentils are more nu¬ 
trient dense and easily supply a sub¬ 
stantial amount of protein. Most vari¬ 
eties are about 25% protein, and yield 
about 15 grams of protein per cup. Soy¬ 
bean products push protein higher. Un¬ 
fortunately, unlike nearly all other 
beans, soybeans are high in fat. Tofu is 
over 50% fat. Since it’s vegetable fat, 
it’s easier on your arteries than animal 
fats, but it is every bit as fattening as 
bacon grease. 

A useful exception is textured veg¬ 
etable protein — defatted soy nuggets 
sold in all health food stores, which 
substitute so well for ground beef in 
chili, tacos or spaghetti sauce, most 
people will not detect the difference. 

But don’t thinx that beans have a 
patent on protein, Pasta, believe it or 
not, contains substantial amounts; some 
varieties have about 10 grams of protein 
in every 2 ounces of dry pasta, and 
that’s before you figure in any toppings. 

Vegetarian protein supplements, 
such as Naturade, NatureMost, Fearn 
and Nature’s Life, are available at 
health-food stores. Most contain about 
25 grams of protein per 1-ounce serv¬ 
ing, with virtually no fat. The Ultimate 
Meal is made from protein isolates, or¬ 
ganic grains, omega-3s, natural vita¬ 
mins and antioxidants (available by mail 
order from 800-843-6325). Users report 
that it shortens postworkout recovery 
time and reduces muscle soreness.

nondairy diet? Dairy products can 
cause all sorts of annoyances, from 
allergies and sinus conditions to join 
problems. On a pure vegetarian diet, 
surprisingly, calcium balance is often 
improved. The reason is that animal 
proteins have been shown to increase 
urinary calcium losses, presumably 
by leeching calcium from the bones. 

Good sourses of calcium 
include green vegetables and 
legumes. If you want a really rich 
source of highly absorbable calcium, 
fortified orange juice contains 300m g 
of calcium citrate. 

THE B12 QUESTION 

Vegetarians have only one 
genuin nutritional issue-getting 
enough Vitamin B12. This, too, is 
easily solved. B 12, important for 
maintaining healthy blood and 
nerves, is not produced by plant or 
animal, but rather by bacteria and 
other one-celled organisms. Animal 
products contain B12 because the 
bacteria in the animals guts produce 
the vitamin. But what are vegetarian 
sources? 

Traditional Asian foods, 
such as miso and tempeh, are loaded 
with B12 due to bacteria in there 
production, and some evidencee 
suggests thast bacteria in the soil can 
leave traces of B12 on root 
vegetables. But improved hygiene, 
careful washing and modem 
processing destroy the bacteria the 
make B12. Spirulina, which is often 
sold at health food stores, is not a 
consistent source oftrueB 12. 

Some packaged foods, 
particularly breakfast cereals, are 
enriched with B12, as you will see on 


their lables. All common multi 
vitamin tablets, vegetarian or not, 
contain B12. 

The body needs only about 
1 micro gram of B12 a day, and since 
the body stores this vitamin, there is 
no need to have B12 every day, but it 
should be included at least ever few 
days. 

Omega-3 fatty acids are 
found in flax seed oil, beans and 
vegetables, and aremore stable than 
the Omega-3 m fish. 

MAKING IT EASY 

When making a dietary 
switch, keep things as simple as 
possible. Here axe some tips to help 
you cookand shop: 

* Keep canned beans on 
hand. Dry beans are good-ifyou start 
preparing them the day before so you 
can soak them overnight, then cook 


for several hours. But when you'rr 
hungry, you'll be gfad you have plain 
canned beans on hand. Alll you have 
to do is heat them in a sausepan. 
Healthfood stroes carry low-sodium, 
organic varieties, along with other 
tasty convenience foods, like 
vegetarian chili in a can, which is 
delicious and very low in fat. 

* If beans cause gas fro you, 
try different varieties. For most 
people, black beans have little effect, 
while pinto or navy beans have more. 
Hie digestive tract tends to adjust 
over time. In any case, don't feel that 
you need an enounnous serving of 
beans. A little goes a long way 
nutritionally. 

* Try intant foods for 
convenience. Fantastic Foods, for 
example, supplies a range of instant 
antrees and soups to grocery and 
healthfood stores. Instant soups go 
well for in-between meals and can be 
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kept in a drawer at work. 

* Get to know rice. 
Americans are notveiy familier with 
the staple grain of Asia, and that 
includes a lot of pretty serious people 
I see in gyms. But they ought to be. 
Rice is nutritious, easy to cook, and 
lends its elf to making extra to save for 
later. 

Health food stores carry 
short grain brown rice, which, if you 
toast it and cook it like pasta, 
becomes really tasty. Here's how: 
rinse a cup of rice in a saucepan of 
cool water, then drain off the water as 
thoroughly as you can. Put the 
saucepan on medium heat, stirring 
constantly until the rice dries, about a 
minute. 

Then add three cups of 
water and a pinch of salt, and bring to 
a boil. Cover and simmer for 30-40 
minutes, until the rice is soft, but still 
retains a hint of crunchiness. Pour off 
any excess water. Do not overcook 
rice. 

Season with a little low- 
sodium soy sauce, if you like. You 
can easily reheat leftover rice in a 
saucepan with a little added water. 

* Frozen is fine. Frozen 
vegetables are nearly equivalent to 
fresh vegetables in nutrient content, 
and have a decided convenience 
advantage. Canned varieties are not 
as nutritious as either fresh or frozen, 
but are certainly betterthan having no 
vegetables. A juicer is a great way to 
get the nutrition of vegetables, with 
lots of variety. 

SIMPLE AS 1,2,3 

Try the three-step approach. 
Lets face it-we're not gourmet chefs. 


We choose from a repertoire of 
maybe eight or nine different meals. 
All you need to do is find eight or nine 
vegetarian meals that you really like. 
First, pick three meals you like 
already that are totally vegetarian- 
spaghetti marinara, minestrone with 
whole grain bread, or whatever. 

Second, pick three more 
meals you can modify to be purely 
vegetarian. For example, instead of 
meat in chili, use beans or TVP, a 
textured vegetable protein sold in 
health-food stores. Switch from a 
meatburrito to a bean burrito. 

Third, find three recipes that 
are new to you. All bookstores and 
libraries have loads of vegetarian 
cookbooks. 

Keep salad ingredients, 
such as lettuce, broccoli, cauliflower, 
etc., on hand. Break them up and 
store them in the fridge so you have a 
good supply ready with no 
preparation. 

For a cheese like taste in 
sauses and even on pizza with none 
of cheese's fat and cholesterol, try a 
sprinkle of nutritional yeast flakes, 
found athealth-food shops. 

Check out the health-food 
store. For the died in the wool meat 
eater, there are burgers, hotdogs and 
luncheon meats, all made entirely of 
meat substitutes andvery satisfying. 
Look at the fat on the label though. 

Don't tease yourself with 
occasional meat products. Our taste 
buds are easily seduced by fatty 
foods, and by far the easiest way to 
change the diet is to change 
completely. 

COMMON PITFALLS 


Most people who go 
vegetarian have increased energy and 
endurance. The menu is so low in fat 
that the viscosity of the blood is 
measurably diminished, leading to 
better blood flow. And people on a 
low fat vegetarian diet typically begin 
to reduce bodyfat without even 
trying. But new vegans risk getting 
off track with these common wrong 
turns: 

* Not eating enough: Plant 
foods are bulkier. If you feel hungry, 
you're simply not eating enough. 

* Too much oil: Some 

vegetarians replace fried chicken with 
fried onion rings, and end up with 
diets that have far too much vegetable 
oil. 

For most of us, a vegetarian 
diet is a departure from the foods on 
which we were raised. But most 
people adapt to the new tastes very 
easily, and the benefits are enormous. 
An animal-based diet conspires 
against your arteries and your 
waistline. A vegetarian diet actually 
helps reverse even long-standing 
arterial blockages and allows your 
natural leanness to show.

This interview was done with Dave of Upstate Hardline and the new Hardline band T alisman on 
my answering machine. Dave is one of the most dedicated and inspirational people that I know. 
His band is due to release theirfirst 7" on Vanguard Records this summer. Check them out! 

DB: When did Talisman form, and what was your purpose in forming? 

Dave: Well, we're still in the later stages of forming. Basically, right now we are mainly still writing 
songs. The purpose behind Talisman is basically to communicate the message of Hardline back to the 
hard-core scene. It's been a few years since Vegan Reich, Raid and Statement came on to the scene 
talking about Hardline in a musical forum. It's been a while since we have had any Hardline bands in 
Syracuse also, like Uprising and Green Rage. Since these bands haven't been around communicating 
these kinds of issues, we though, "We have the musicians, we have the capability" and we thought that 
it would be fun and maybe we could make a few people mad in the process of expressing ourselves. So 
that's basically our motivation in forming. 

DB: Who are the members involved? 

Dave: Well, right now we want to keep the members kind of anonymous. Now obviously people are 
going to know that I am involved. To a certain extent people in Syracuse and other Hardliners will 
know when we play at the Gathering this summer. Obviously when we play shows people are going to 
know’ who we are, but it doesn't really matter who we are. The ideas are what is important with 
Talisman, not the members. Plus there are members who are in other bands who have contract 
stipulations where they aren't supposed to be in other bands. So it's best to keep their identities a secret. 
DB: So there is going to be a show at the Gathering this year? 

Dave: Yeah, this summer in July, I believe, we will have our fifth annual Gathering of Hardline 
activists. Worldwide and through out the country Hardline activists will be gathering in Memphis. 
Organizers of the event and Indy Hardline, who will eventually put out our record, have asked us if we 
would be interested in playing, and so far I have talked to everyone and they are totally willing to do it 
and are excited about it. So since everyone is going to Memphis anyway, why not play, right? 

DB: Good point... So far what are the topics of your songs dealing with? 

Dave: Well, so far lyrics have dealt with topics of life for a life, attitudes, direct action (non-violent and 
violent), issues of Hardline in general, the root cause of all of the problems that humanity faces and the 
environmental destruction due to suicidal indulgences, that humanity pushes this world towards. 
Pretty much those are the issues that we have been dealing with lyrically. 

DB: How would you respond to claims that there are too many songs about veganism these 
days? 

Dave: I'd say that there aren't too many songs dealing with veganism, there are too many animals 
dying. There are seven billion animals murdered each year by the meat and dairy industry. Two 
hundred and twenty die each second in the united states alone. When you think about those numbers it 
is obvious that we aren't doing enough. Every single band that teaches issues of vegetarianism in their 
city, takes it to a new crowd. Maybe to the hard-core scene it may seem a bit stagnant to still be singing 
about vegetarianism, but obviously members of the hard-core scene are not the non-human animals 
that are still in factory farms. Therefor we have no right to say that there are too many songs about an 
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issue that is not protecting us. If someone thinks 
that there are too many songs about veganism 
then they are clearly under the wrong impression. 
Until everyone is vegan, there can never be 
enough songs about it. However, there are a lot 
of songs that do trivialize the issues by not 
communicating them as well as they could be, but 
that does not mean that we should stop trying to 
communicating them all together. 

DB: Can you explain to everyone what 

happened the other day, with the police, at 
Georgio's? 

Dave: Georgio's is a fur store in Syracuse. Its 
right downtown in the heart of Syracuse, on the 
mainsteet right where all of the buses meet. 
Basically the Animal Defense League, which is a 
nationwide animal rights group, headquartered 
in Syracuse, has been protesting Georgio's for 
four or five years now, essentially since the group 
has existed. Recently ADL came the conclusion 
that they had been doing this for years, so they 
better turn up the heat cause it didn't look like 
we're getting to him. So the group did turn up the 
heat on the protests. We started getting a little bit 
louder, getting a little bit more confrontational 
with the owner, George Politis. As a matter of 
fact the owner threatened me just a couple of 
weeks ago when I was leafleting at his store, 
passing out information on how fur is made. 
Now obviously if his productwas ethically sound, 
then he wouldn't have to give us a hard time about 
telling people how it is made. So that right there 
proves there is something wrong with it. Now the 
man...is a freak! (laughter) Basically, he carries a 
gun now, he's had his store "painted" and his 
windows broken. He is on the verge of breaking 
down. So here comes Animal Defense League 
with 30 people outside of his store chanting, 
"Murderer, Leave Town!" The police are also 
sick and tired of dealing with Georgio. A couple 
of weeks ago on February 17th, ADL had four 
activists pull down his security gates and 
handcuff and U-Lock themselves to it. His store 
was shut down for close to an hour. There were 
about twenty of us who remained on the outside 


to peacefully protest. Three of us were single out 
as "instigators," myself included. We were then 
arrested for absolutely nothing other than 
standing on the corner with signs protesting, 
which as far as I knew was perfectly legal. Sol 
spent the next three days in j ail hunger striking for 
my constitutional right to protest because the 
police decided that it was an unlawful assembly. I 
didn't know that such a thing existed. Apparently 
they thought that we were going to start a riot. 
The good thing is that the store was shut down for 
an hour. The entire street was blocked off by 15 
police cars, 2 firetrucks and a paramedic van for 
over half an hour. The purpose of non-violent 
actions such as that is to push the issue into such 
and outrageous situation that those on the 
oppressive side half no choice but to negotiate. 
And that is exactly what we did. We made this 
situation so outrageous that people had to listen 
to Animal Defense League. We got maxed out 
media coverage on all three T.V. stations for 
almost five days. We got coverage in the print 
newspaper and pictures of me being carried away 
by the police have been published in the Syracuse 
New Times. The attention has been brought to 
the forefront. Now obviously our civilrights have 
been violated and this has gone beyond an animal 
rights protest. The police are systematically 
trying to put our leaders in jail. We are not going 
to put up with this and we are going to file civil 
suits against the city. Unless my charges are 
completely dropped, I will sue the city of 
Syracuse! 

DB: So what happened on Friday? 

Dave: Urn...you mean Wednesday?...Oh! My 
court appearance? 

DB: Yeah. 

Dave: Well basically my attorney told me not to 
go. She went and they tried to slap a restraining 
order on me, which they have tried to do to a 
number of activists. Basically saying that if we go 
back to Georgio's and protest again, then we will 
be violating the law. My attorney did not allow 
them to give me a restraining order, saying that it 
was a violation of my civil rights. So in other

words, so far we have had a small victory. This is 
not the first time we have had Hardline activists 
arrested in the Syracuse area. Just last "Fur Free 
Friday" myself and Pete from our chapter were 
arrested in an action at a Bonwitt Teller store. We 
are definitely going to keep the pressure on. We 
are not going to be scared away from protesting. 
The days that we spend in jail are nothing 
compared to what the animals go through. I 
highly suggest Civil Disobedience and Direct 
Action protests to all animal rights activists. It's a 
good way to express your beliefs. No one can 
ignore us when the gates come slamming down 
and the handcuffs go on. These are pretty serious 
charges, but this is a pretty serious struggle that 
we are engaged in! 

DB: Some people believe that we should try to 
avoid arrests so that we can engage in more 
serious actions and not be in the media 
spotlight. How would you respond to that? 

Dave: Basically, the people who are concerned 
about knowing our identities have the ability to 
know whether we are activists or not. They pretty 
much think that we are all terrorists. They read our literature and the things that we pass out. If we do 
have radical lives, they're are going to figure it out. There have been many people who have been 
involved in actions like that who still took part in civil disobedience. If they want to know who you are, 
then they're going to figure it out. If anything, civil disobedience is going to take the attention off of 
you because people are going to assume that if you do those "things" then you aren't going to 
participate in civil 
disobedience's. I believe 
that it is very important 
because it gets the message 
out to the public. There are 
only so many militant 
activists out there, and the 
ones that are need to make 
sacrifices and do this. 

There are many people 
who lead double lives, if 
you are smart and know 
what you are doing, then I 
don't think that civil 
disobedience adds that 
much more of a risk. Now 
this is all up to the activists 








involved, but I believe that civil disobedience is 
just as important as "other" actions for the 
animals, because it brings attention to the issues. 
The Animal Liberation Front does wonderful 
things, but without mainstream groups educating 
the public as to why the ALF does the things that 
it does, we can not make leaps and bounds in 
terms of educating the public. Without one, the 
other can not exist. 

DB: What do you feel is the reason that the 
animal liberation movement in the united 
states has been less successful, to say the least, 
than the animal liberation movement in the 
U.K.? 

Dave: Well, it's quite obvious. Direct action is 
more prevalent in the United Kingdom. The 
amount of fur stores have been reduced by 90% 
in the last ten years. I think the Animal L iberation 
Front is a hell of a lot more active over there. If 
there are places being set on fire left and right, 
then no one is going to want to be in that business. 
Also, there are a lot more people who are willing 
to stand behind the actions of the Animal 
Liberation Front, and except the fact that these 
are lives that are being taken and the struggle that 
the ALF takes part in is a worthwhile struggle. 
Here we have activists who are supposedly 
"defenders of animal's rights” and they won't 
even defend the Animal Liberation Front, and 
they call the ALF "terrorists" just as people who 
are against animal rights are calling them. That, I 
think is the problem with the movement in the 
united states. We need to defuse this lie that 
animals have the time to wait, that animal's lives 
are not a worthy part of the struggle. Because if 
we deny the Animal Liberation Front, then we are 
basically saying that animal's lives don't mean 
anything. I think that is a more clear reason why 
the movement in Europe is so much stronger than 
the one here. That and they have activists who 
are willing to risk their lives for the animals and 
are more willing to take things to a higher level. 
Most of the activists in the united states want to 
write letters or else it’s just another thing that they 
care about. In England there are many more 


activists who are willing to devote their lives to the 
struggle. 

DB: You mentioned supporting the Animal 
Liberation Front, and as far as actions that 
they carry out I totally agree. But specifically 
as a Hardline activist, how do you feel about 
giving support to a group that throughout the 
past (especially with the Memphis Three) has 
totally refused to show support for us because 
we are anti-abortion? However, I suppose 
that would be more the blame of the ALF 
Support Group than the ALF itself. 

Dave: Well, obviously I have a problem with the 
ALFSG if they are not willing to help us when we 
are helping the animals. The key issue here is the 
animals. We obviously have different viewpoints 
on different issues. The ALFSG should be 
supporting those who help animals regardless of 
their other beliefs. If I were running the ALFSG 
and someone was pro-abortion and in jail, I 
would feel it my duty to help them even though I 
disagree with their abortion viewpoint. However, 
I don't think that has anything to do w’ith the 
Animal Liberation Front, The ALFSG, as you 
said, is not the Animal Liberation Front. The 
Animal Liberation Front is an ideal, and the ideal 
has nothing to do with anything besides animals. I 
think we definitely' - have to show support for those 
who are willing to dedicate their lives for the 
animals. We can not achieve animal liberation 
without the efforts of the ALF. We would be ten 
years behind where we are right now if it wasn't 
for the videos and research taken from labs by the 
ALF. 

DB: Referring to a comment that Sean from 
Vegan Reich (...well, actually from just about 
everything) said in the Captive Nation Rising 
interview in issue 2, he said that one of the 
ways that he feels that Hardline has failed or 
rather is failing, is that it is sometimes seen as 
vegan straightedge with a tougher image. Do 
you feel that there is validity to that claim at 
all? 

Dave: No! There are a lot of differences between 
Hardline and vegan straightedge. First of all 
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vegan straightedge, as much as Karl Buechner 
would disagree with me, has no set philosophy or 
set of ideals. There are people who are vegan and 
straightedge who have viewpoints on abortion 
that I feel are totally wrong. There are vegan 
straightedge people who have absolutely no focus 
in their lives, and aren’t working towards anything 
besides veganism and straightedge being a 
personal decision for them, and not working to 
change the world as a whole. Vegan straightedge 
has no goals, no set goals, and at least in my 
opinion does not have any set agenda that it is 
working towards. Hardline has an ideology, a set 
philosophy that is working towards the goals of 
Earth Liberation. Obviously, I think that being 
drug-free and vegan is something very important 
in working towards that, and I consider vegan 
straightedge people to be allies. However, I'think 
that there are a lot of issue that Hardline is being 
very serious in dealing with right now, such as 
pornography, human rights violations and so on 
and so forth. These are all issues that a lot of 
vegan straightedge people are touching on in their 
lives, but not in a coordinated fashion such as 
Hardline is doing right now. A lot of the 
accusations that Hardline has failed in the past, 
has absolutely no relevance to Hardline today. 
Specifically, due to things like the Hardline "Days 
of Action," which our chapter is organizing. 
Hardline is becoming very unified in the types of 
actions and educational programs that we are 
working on together. For instance we will be 
unified world wide as a movement, leafleting on 
certain issues. Not just issues of animal liberation 
and being drug-free but rather all kinds of issues 
on different days throughout the summer. 

I also think that it is important to note that 
Hardline is more successful today than it has ever 
been, from coordinating these types of actions 
and taking part in stronger forms of protest than 
ever before. I think that the accusation that you 
mentioned of Hardline failing in the past, has no 
bearing whatsoever on Hardline today, which is 
stronger than ever. 

DB: O.K., you covered one of my next 


questions. I was going to ask you about your 
chapter organizing the "Days of Action" and 
bla, bla, bla... 

Dave: Well, would you like for me to explain the 
days of action more specifically? 

DB: Yeah, that'll work. 

Dave: The "Days of Action” are, as I stated in the 
last answer, a unform form of education that all 
Hardline chapters worldwide are taking part in. 
In other words, we are coordinating educational 
topics once a month this summer. The first being 
alcohol and its effect on society. We will have 
leaflets and flyers that will be put up in all of the 
dfferent cities where there are Hardline activists 
world wide. The reason why our chapter thought 
that this was important and the reason why we 
organized this is because we have the numbers 
now, and we need to do something with them. 
Hardline is much more than an outlet in the hard¬ 
core scene. We need to take these issues to a 
greater community that we live in. We have 
members in our chapter who have nothing to do 
with the hard-core scene. I know there are more 
people out there who could become interested in 
our movement. Certainly there are going to have 
to be f we are going to see any kind of success for 
this movement. Obviously we need some kind of 
way to take it out to the c ommunity outside of the 
hard-core scene. So the "Days of Action" is the 
way that we can do that by putting up flyers and 
handing out leaflets. The first is about alcohol, 
the second is about second-hand-smoke, the 
third being pornography, deviant sex industries 
and industries that make a profit off of exploiting 
women and human sexuality. The fourth is 
Hardline as a whole, which the others will be 
leading up to. This being the most important. 
Hopefully we will see an increase in numbers by 
that time. Already we're seeing enough people 
locally that we have begun discussing having 
Hardline meetings and hopefully our numbers 
will have doubled by then and we’ll start seeing a 
lot stronger of action locally. 

DB: You mentioned that we have the numbers 
now, and quite obviously we do have the 







numbers to carry out things like the "Days of 
Action" and things of that nature... 

Dave: Well, there is no reason why we couldn't 
carry out "Nights of Action" too! It’s a little more 
risky, but it's definitely something that everyone 
should think about, 

DB: Well, I guess what I’m wondering is...I 
know how sincere I feel about Hardline and 
the beliefs that >ve have, but basically I hear a 
lot of people in bands, zines and conversation 
speaking of the lengths in which they would go 
to deliver animals from their captures. You 
hear people talking about shooting vivisectors 
and things like that. Do you foresee our 
numbers amassing to a level that we couid in 
the near future carry things of that nature out? 
Dave: Oh, a "Vegan Revolution"? (laughter) 
Well, it is definitely something important that we 
need to shoot for in the future, animals can't wait 
forever for us to bring about change. I don't see 
this happening any time soon. We have to 
remember that when we say "struggle" and 
"risking our lives" we are at the beginning of this 
struggle. We are at the most difficult juncture. 
We have to build a revolution from the very 
"grassroots". That's why our struggle is so 
important and that's why commitment is so 
important. Without commitment, all of the 
words that we say are nothing. We are living in 
the hardest time because there aren't that many 
people like us. Even as the numbers of 
Hardliners grow beyond the capacities of what I 
have seen them at before, we still have a long way 
to go. It's going to take a lot of nights in jail, a lot 
of nights where we feel that we might lose our 
lives. It's a very difficult struggle, but it is 
obviously something that we have to do. That's 
not something that is very appealing and it doesn't 
make someone say "oh, that's something that I 
want to be a part of," but it's reality. The animals, 
the Earth, Nature, and the unborn dying in 
abortion slaughterhouses are all drastic, horrible 
things, and it’s going to take a drastic solution to 
stop them all. 

DB: I often hear people speaking of 


"generations down the line our children will 
see the fruits of our labor." I just can't help 
but be reminded of the ecological statistics 
(deforestation being the most prevalent) and 
realize that WE DON'T HAVE THAT KIND 
OF TIME TO WAIT! 

Dave: Since the beginning of Hardline as 

movement, we have been saying that people 
either have the choice to except what we are 
saying or die! Now, people say, "Oh, they're 
saying that they are going to kill us." No, that’s 
not the point. Humans will destroy themselves 
with their own suicidal indulgences, we don’t 
have to do anything. However, you can call me 
overly optimistic, but the Chinese have two 
definitions for the word Crisis. The other is 
"opportunity." And I think that it's sad, but 
maybe it has taken this degradation to resurface 
an ideology like Hardline. Which I believe is the 
only way to sustain the environment. People are 
fooling themselves if they think that we will be 
able to sustain the life of ourselves and this planet 
without an ideology like Hardline. 

DB: You've been into Hardline a might bit 
longer than I have, I'm not sure exactly how 
long... 

Dave: It will be three years this July. 

DB: Since you have gotten into it how have 
you seen the movement change or progress? 

Dave: Well, Hardline has done nothing but 
progress since Ifirstgot involved. The movement 
was in a horrible state when I got involved. We 
were losing serious activists and people who we 
thought were caring, concerned individuals 
towards our movement. Some still are very 
concerned about the situations we speak of, they 
just no longer want to be involved with the 
movement. That's somewhat understandable. 
Hardline is not an easy way to live, no one ever 
said that it would be. However, things have done 
nothing but change for the better. We now have 
activist who make better use of their time and 
have much more focus and they are willing to 
extend beliefs in a lot more directions and not be 
so narrow minded with their view points yet not 
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compromise, which is the important thing. We are continually growing now. I think that comes from 
the group of activists that we now have. We simply live Hardline as an example, rather than trying to 
recruit people like ROTC. When people see us living by example it becomes much more attractive for 
them to ask questions and get involved if they don't feel that they are being pressured. The pressure 
should come from the degradation to the environment and from the facts rather than from the people. 
DB: What issues do you feel need to be addressed more in the hard-core scene and what annoys 
you the most about the hard-core scenetoday? 

Dave: Well, part of the reason why we started the band was because there are a lot of issues that need to 
be addressed properly. I think that it is great that a lot of bands deal with issues of the animals and the 
environment but there are plenty of bands outside of hard-core and punk, who sing about personal 
topics, and I'm not saying that we should not sing about personal things but we should use hard-core as 
a forum to express political beliefs and to share ideals for discussion. I think that it is important to 
discuss many different issues, some of which are already being talked about, but we should do it with a 
Hardline spin. There is a root cause of all of the problems that we face today and that is something very 
important to talk about. 

As for what I find the most annoying about the hard-core scene. Especially here in Syracuse, 
bands like Snapcase and Sick of it All recently went on stage and said, "Well, we think it's cool that 

you're vegan and straight edge and everything, 
but you should do it for yourself." What I 
think happened was S ick of it All was coming to 
a town where they knew that veganism and 
straightedge were very important. Since they're 
not a vegan straightedge band, it seemed to me 
that they were making an excuse, or trying to 
defend their speciesist viewpoints and their 
inevitable lack of concern for these issues. 
Now don't get me wrong, I think that SOIA is a 
great band but I'm sure that I would drastically 
disagree with their politics if I knew them a little 
better. I don't like it when bands try to cover 
their butts with cruel statements like that. 
Snapcase, however have come off looking a 
little more concerned with veganism and 
straightedge. There are a lot of rumors coming 
out of Buffalo, I'm not saying that we should 
believe rumors but I don't see Snapcase being 
that involved with their Animal Defense 
League chapter and they have failed to promote 
veganism in any of their songs. They want to 
make excuses for their lack of action on behalf 
of the animals. I think that they are also nice 
guys, however. I'm sick and tired of bands 
going on stage to make excuses! 

You should be straight edge/drug-free 
because of the effect that alcohol and drugs 
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have on our bodies, minds and society. You should be vegan for the animals. Earth and you health. 
W e should be doing it because there are hundreds of reasons to do it, not just for ourselves. 

DB: What do you see as the future for the animal lib movement, Hard line and Talisman? 

Dave. The animal lib movement needs to get more radical and closer to its grassroots. We need 
activists to stop communicating with PETA when they want to get involved and start contacting groups 
like Animal Delense League, Coalition to Abolish the Fur Trade or the National Activist's Network. 
Get in contact with radical activists rather that larger groups who are more concerned with finding 
superstars whp wear leather shoes to back their campaign. We need people who take this movement 
and struggle very' seriously and go full force with whatever tactics it takes to radicalize this movement 
because that obviously has and continues to work in England and that's what it will take here. 

As for the luture of Hardline, I see Hardline becoming more unified. I see the gathering this 
summer as having a positive effect as even/one will get to know each other better. We will start 
communicating with each other better, and start coordinating better. I foresee stronger actions, 
working towards bigger goals and more growth. There will definitely be more understanding of what 
we do and who we are. There will be more zincs and more bands giving an abundance of information. 
I think that Hardline activists all over will become more involved in protests also 

As for the future oi i alisman, that remains to be seen. We are going to have a record out this 
summer on V anguard Records. Once the record comes out. if people like it then mavbe we'll do 
something else, who knows? Basically, like I said, we just w r ant to have fun and express our views, piss 
some people otf and hopefully change a few minds. The future for us is to stay strong, keep strangling 
to ensure that there is a future. 

DB: I left out a question at the beginning, how would you describe Talisman’s sound? 

Dave. Metal! So far the stulfthat we have begun writing has been heavily influenced by Carcass. Just 

say "Heavily influenced by Carcass. We love Slayer!" (laughter). 

DB: Any final comments? 

Dave. Yes, anyone interested in further examining these issues should contact us at our P. O. Box. We 
would love to do interviews and communicate the issues. So feel free and keep an open mind. The 
most important thing is, I think that it is wonderful that vegan straightedge is so popular right now. 

1 hose are wonderful things, I would just like to remind you though that empty' promises don't empty 
cages. Y ou have to be more than vegan and straightedge, you have to be active! You can't just slap a 
label on the back of your hooded sweatshirt and expect things to change, you have to work for these 
goals whether you are vegan straightedge. Hardline or just a regular old animal rights activist or pro-life 
activist. Whatever it is, you can't expect being right to be enough. 

DB: Well, I guess that’s it Thanks!

My Path of Progression 



Throughout the past year and a half, I have been through 
some very positive changes. I never would have imagined my life 
being so complete as it is today. Just to give you, the reader, a run 
down of my life Ill take you back to the days when all I ever cared 
about was getting high and having sex. I always stayed out really 
late and wouldn’t come home until the crack of dawn. I would 
then go to bed, sleep all day, and then go back out. The big hang 
out was Perkins. That's where we would all meet and get together 
to smoke cigarettes and take up space. I never cared about myself 
or others really. However, there did come a time when I knew it 
was time for a change of direction. However I didn't quite know 
how to get out of the scene or phase that I was in. My parents and 
I argued constantly about the hours that I was keeping. The more 
they tried to stop me, the more I was determined to go against what 
they wanted me to do. Until that point, my parents an I had always 
been rather close. One night while laying in bed, I decided that my 
only chance was to pray and ask God for guidance. 

A whole lot of time went by and nothing changed, so 
naturally my faith in God deteriorated and my life went on 
aimlessly. That was until one night when I was getting high (as 
usual). After we were finished things started getting a little weird. 
I was complaining that my lips were numb and my head felt really 
light. This had never happened to me before. The person I was 
with at the time just told be to "sit back and enjoy the ride." I tried 
but I couldn't...I was freaking out. Things kept getting weirder. 
We were at Denny's and I had tunnel vision really bad. People 
were really far away. The boy sitting across from me seemed as if 
he was miles away. I still remember him laughing at me a lot. Next 
I began to shake violently and soon I was literally bouncing out of 
my seat. My friends decided that it was time to go. At this point I 
started feeling sick, so we went to Ameristop and bought some 
Pepto. While we were waiting in line, the tabloids came to life and 
began talking to me. Soon I started talking back to them (pretty 
stupid eh). Anyway, we wound up at my cousin's house, w'here I 
passed out on his couch. I woke up the next morning feeling totally 
awful. I left for home right away and realized that I was definitely 
on a "trip." It was still kind of going on even while I was at home.

I finally got around to 
asking someone what his name was. It was 
Micah. I worked at Petland for all of six days. I 
got fired because I dyed my hair purple. Micah 
and I finally had words. I ran into him at the mall 
while he was working. I was looking at this 
adorable Pomeranian puppy and he came up to 
take it back to the store (they were having a 
sidewalk sale at the mall). We talked for a while 
and then I had to go. I went back up there the next 
day to see him and he gave me his number. We 
spent hours at a time on the phone. To make a 
long story short (too late) I eventually went 
vegetarian and four months later I became vegan 
straightedge. My prayers had finally been 
answered. All of my friends for the most part 
were straight edge vegan or vegetarian, and 
definitely not what you would consider "dead¬ 
end-kids. " It couldn't get any better than this.

parents again and they loved the changes they 
were seeing (except for being vegan).

Come summer time, the Survival of the 
Fittest Hardline Gathering was being held in 
Cincinnati which unfortunately didn't turn out so 
well.

It was as if 
they' were fighting over 
me. Eveiytime the evil 
one would say' something 
half way intelligent, the 
good one would have 
something better to slam 
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My Personal Enlightenment 
On My Path of Progression 

Alright, where should I start? My path of progression? 
No. How I became Hardline. The life and times of a vegan 
warrior? Well, I guess that there is no exceptionally interesting way 
to start this, so I guess I'll just dive on into it. This is an account of 
how I got to the place where I am today. I'm not trying to say that I 
don't have anymore growing up to do, or that I have reached the 
endpoint in my understanding and maturity. No, what I am saymg 
is that all of my life I have been finding that I was accelerating 
down a path of enlightenment and a path of truth. At different 
points along the way I found some friends who were with me on 
this path. Some still are, some have decided to sleepwalk through 
life as they wonder aimlessly down dead-end paths. Only recently 
have I come to understand what that path truly is. 

Let's see I could go all the way back to when I was a child 
but then this wouldn't be a zine, it would be a book. So I'll skip 
ahead to... 11th grade. My friend Chip and I were both "straight 
edge” (drug free) and I had decided to give up pork and red meat 
(for health reasons of course, I wouldn't want to actually show 
compassion). We went to a Christian school (or rather a country 
club for rich kids). I was a far cry from a rich kid but my mom 
taught there so I got to go really cheap. Christianity had shaped 
my views and world outlooks. God didn't tell me what was right or 
wrong, the pastor did. The pastors, the school teachers, the 
Sunday schoolteachers, they all dictated what was right and what 
was wrong. They kept all of us "kids” in our place, never 
questioning what they told us. W r e knew that if we did then we 
would be told that we were questioning the very word of God and 
like my self, would be told that we were bordering on heresy. 

Well, this was the year that I really began questioning 
things. Over the years I had noticed that their world was all about 
image. Things had to look real nice and neat. The school had to 
cover up the fact that there were drugs and alcohol in their picture 
perfect school for the elite. The would have "talks” with people to 
keep their sexual activity, and in most cases promiscuity, a well 
kept secret. Everything was image. It’s like all this shit was going 
on all around them and they would just smile and reassure 
themselves, and everyone else, that everything was fine. 

In the mists of this year, Chip and I found ourselves at 
Everybody's Records, a local underground record store, and 
where we spent half of the time that we were out of school. I think 
that we were getting the Rollins band "Weight” album, when I 
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came across an old Minor Threat 12XU live 
album in perfect condition. As we walked up to 
pay for it, a kid about our age almost shit his pants 
when he saw the album. That was Nathan 
Newton. We exchanged phone numbers and I 
promised to tape it for him (as if I was going to let 
him buy it, ha). The three of us came to be really 
tight friends. Nate told us about all of these 
hardcore bands that we had never heard of, like 
"Ray of Today's new band. Shelter." Iaboutshit 
when I heard about that. Nate got the band that I 
was in at the time. Dissenting Opinion, some 
shows down in Norwood. He sold our demos at 
school. Pretty soon we were a Cincinnati success 
(that's not all that impressive). ; I was being 
stopped by people at the mall who knew me as 
"D.O.'s singer." 

Around this time I was really starting to 
think about things. I had never really done drugs 
(except for caffeine and the occasional wedding 
reception champagne). I felt in my heart that I 
could progress no farther. It’s sad as hell but I 
really never thought about anything else that I 
might be doing that was wrong. Until one day at 
my Grandparent's house when everyone was 
eating a dead chicken. My Grandpa was carving 
slabs of its charred flesh off as I nonchalantly 
strolled by. I went outside to write in my journal. 
While I was outside I saw my Grandparent's 
rooster. Yea, they really have a rooster. They 
raised it from a hatchling. Saying that they loved 
it was an understatement to say the least. I 
wondered why they would love one and eat the 
other. They were the same thing. I wrote about it 
for a while and then I went inside and asked my 
Grandpa, "What would you do if I killed your 
rooster?" Thinking that I was serious he 
explained, "If you even think about it. I'll take you 
outback and shoot ya!” 

I was beginning to realize things. The 
Christian school that I went to wasn't the only 
thing that was all about image, rather it was 
smaller scale replica of the entire world. Society 
at large was all about making things look nice and 
"civilized". Rich corporate bastards and 


extravagant whores in fur coats sat at the school 
banquets devouring the flesh of once living and 
breathing, healthy animals. This was "civilized." 

I began seeing things as they truly were, corrupt. 
Meat was all about convenience and maintaining 
that image that despite the slaughter, everything 
was fine. Well, soon after this realization I 
became vegetarian and quit my job at Wendy's. 
Nate told me that he had been vegetarian for a 
week now, and before too long Chip became 
vegetarian also (but that was just so he could wear 
the Youth of Today shirts without feeling guilty, 
don't let him tell you otherwise). 

Months later Chip and I got jobs at 
Petiand. We fucking loved it there. We got to be 
around all the "cute" little animals. It seemed like 
the ideal job for "animal lovers." Well, it wasn't. 

We began to see the ugly truth behind animal 
husbandry. I soon realized that it too was ail 
about image. We had to listen to tapes that 
detailed what to do if someone complains about 
the conditions that the animals were being kept in. 

It told us what to say if someone thought that a 
snake catching a perfectly health rat in a 10 gallon 
aquarium wasn't the most natural interpretation 
of "survival of the fittest." Finally they said what ^ 1 
to do if confronted by a belligerent "animal rights 
activist," Animal rights activist? But I thought 
thafs what I was? Was Petiand saying that they 
didn't think that the animals they sold had basic, 
fundamental "rights"? On the next Saturday that 
I worked I realized the ugly truth. The store put 
out glue traps to catch smaller animals that got 
loose, so if an inspector came they wouldn't lose 
their license. Saturday I heard some girls 
screaming as they saw a hamster with a chewed 
open stomach struggle to crawl across the floor. 

It had been stuck in a trap and forced to chew its 
own stomach off in order to get free. Well, 
before anything could be done, Dena the 
manager came out put the hamster in a bag, took 
it in the back and hammered the living shit out of 
it. This wasn't where the cruelty ended. One of 
Dena’s daughters left a boxer in a small plastic rr w 
kennel, much too small for a dog it's size. She left 






the hair dryer on it on hot and high settings. 
When I came into work that day I heard the yelps 
and screams of the dog echoing from the back 
room. No one was even going back there to 
check on him. I went back to find a bloodshot¬ 
eyed dog with a severely burnt stomach and 
genitals. "Oh yeah I must have forgot to take him 
out for I went on break," was all the heartless 
whore who left him there could say. They 
refused to take him to a vet because the vet could 
ask questions and they could lose their jobs. They 
refused to rub ointment on the dogs' genitals 
because it was too "gross. "Sol got stuck with the 
job for the next two weeks. The boxer ended up 
staying back there for nearly a month as it grew 
and grew in the tiny cage that was a far cry from 
"regulation size." 

I had recently heard of veganism from a 
friend from Dayton named Adrian. He always 
told me that I should be vegan and we would 
argue about it repeatedly. I thought he was full of 
shit, but I just couldn't figure out why I kept 
loosing all of the arguments with him. I asked him 
what he thought of pet stores and breeders, he 
said they sucked. He called them slave traders. 
One day while cleaning the back room the boxer 
began to howl, I mean it fucking howled! It was 
so loud that people from outside of the store came 
in just to find out just what the hell was going on 
in there. My boss was yelling at me and the boxer 
wouldn't shut up. I begged him to at first and then 
I finally ignored him. He kept howling. Finally (I 
swear on Hardline I'm not lying) he said "RI 
RUV RU"! Just like that dog on the old Little 
Ceasars commercial. I used to always tell the dog 
that I loved him while I rubbed the ointment on 
his burns, it helped calm him down. I think, 
whether by tone of voice or whatever, that he 
really knew what I meant. When he said that, I 
just looked at him and cried. I let him out of the 
cage that he could barely fit into, and called the 
SPC A. Of course they did absolutely shit. I told a 
couple about the dog and that I would sell him to 
them for $200 (Petland usually charges 
exorbitant prices like $800 for a dog). They felt 


sorry for him and bought him. The next day on 
our way to a Lifetime and Snapcase show at 
Staches in Columbus, Chip and I called in. "Is 
Dena there? Chip and I won't be coming in 
today... or ever... by!" That day I went vegan. 

After I quit I started dating a girl I met at 
Petland who got fired for having purple hair. Not 
to get personal or anything, but I began to realize 
my sexuality. Before I could always ignore it, but 
now it was like two magnetic forces being drawn 
together. Obviously this conflicted with my 
Christian background. I began to feel guilty, we 
hadn't done anything yet, but we had come close 
and we had only been dating a month. We broke 
up but then got back together in another four 
days, I just promised my self that nothing would 
ever happen again. 

That fall (of my senior year) my band 
played at the guitarist from Breaking Point's 
house. I heard all of these kids talking about 
"Hardline" and how fucked up it was. They told 
me that they hated and beat up gay people, that 
they didn't "approve of masturbation" (oh God 
no). They told me that they killed meat eaters. 
Obviously I was quick to join in the Hardline 
bashing, after all these were some seriously 
fucked up people. They had some real problems! 
When we were finally done with our rantings, 
Adrian (the vegan guy from Dayton, you know 
the one whose letter is in Vanguard 6) came up to 
me with a serious and concerned look on his face 
and said, "You've heard their side, now hear 
Hardline's" as he handed me a half sized booklet 
with the word VANGUARD across the top of it. 
At the bottom it states "On the front line for Earth 
Liberation." I thanked him and despite the 
warnings and apprehensions of my "friends" I 
read it. It was crazy, something that I can't exactly 
explain. When I read those words "A time has 
come for a movement both physically and 
morally strong enough to do battle against the 
forces of evil destroying the Earth and all life 
upon it," something in me clicked. All of the 
puzzle pieces that I had been finding began falling 
into place. Despite the world of image and 
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convenience that surrounded 
me, here was a group of 
people who were willing to 
give it all to set this world 
right. To bring Nature back 
into balance. They weren't 
afraid to tell it how it was even 
though they would have to 
take shit from people who 
were too afraid to take such a 
stand as they were. 

Over the next couple of months I heard more shit about Hardline, and most of it I believed. I 
disagreed with some things but I still tried to use what they had said to purify my life. I stopped eating 
chocolate, sugar, bleached flour, white rice and other artificial bull shit. The thing that pissed me off 
the most was when I w as at the Indy fest that tall and Abnegation said something along the lines of 
telling their straight edge guitarist to "take a real stand" meaning more than just straight edge. At the 
time it w 7 as hard to understand w 7 hat w 7 as said so Chip, Carl and I w 7 ent outside and talked to their 
guitarist who had just had a temper tantrum. He said that Abnegation was just, a bunch of stupid 
Hardliners and w^ere dissing him for being straight edge. I saw 7 becoming Hardline as cashing in on 
your identity rather than taking what you have learned and using it to forward yourself on your path of 
progression. 

Soon after, I met B. J. and the folks from Dayton. They told me that Hardline was just a part of 
straignt edge (still trying to figure out how 7 they got that one). That w 7 as all I needed to start calling 
myself Hardline (or rather using it as a label). Adrian told me that those guys were full of shit but I 
didn t listen, I didn t w 7 ant to. i hat new years eve at brookw 7 ood hall I decided to be Hardline (probably 
just so I could write it on my knuckles). I bought Caring Edge issue 2 and Catalyst issue 2 at that show, 
along with some flyers. My girlfriend thought that I w 7 as crazy, seeing as how 7 I once sw 7 ore on my life 
that I would never go Hardline. There was still the issue of justifiable homicide that I hadn't reconciled 
in my mind. I thought that there w 7 as never a reason to kill. Eventually I proved myself w r rong. I 
realized that if I had the chance to kill Hitler to save millions of Jew/s then I would take it, and (bems; 
non-speciesist of course) if I had the chance to save millions of animals, fetus's of ecosystems then I 
would save them by any means necessary also. 

I still never took the things that I said very 7 seriously. To me Hardline was just a w 7 ay for me to be 
more straight edge than the next person. Obviously I had not come to understand what it meant to be 
Hardline yet. Around March of that year, I made some silly (understatement of the year) flyer w 7 ith an 
x-ed fist throwing an explosive. At the top of the flyer was, "HARDLINE." Dave (now of 
Lpstate/Syracuse Hardline) was there and he made sure to confront whoever it w 7 as who made it. 
Before I knew it I w^as talking to Dave and he was telling me how Hardline literature has to speak for all 
ot Hardline and most Hardliners are not straight edge (including himself). He also told me how 7 fucking 
stupid it was to write Hardline" on a flyer talking about explosives, not to mention the fact that I put his 
old P.O. Box address on the back (stupid)! Needless to say, I thought that Dave w 7 as a straight up dick 
when I first met him. 

Over the next few months I began to start excepting more of my sexuality and the feelings that 
went along with it. However I never really thought about it deep enough. I realized that there was 
legitimate sexual contact that was healthy, but lor some strange reason I thought that meant a person 
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could ejaculate whenever he felt necessary. The 
feelings that soon followed were ones of 
depression and sell' denial. I told myself that I 
must have been wrong, sex must have been evil 
and I just hadn't figured it out yet. Never did it 
occur to me that perhaps my sexuality was out of 
balance. I told my girlfriend that I would never 
have sex, aside from bearing children, after all sex 
was for procreation so why on Earth would 
anyone have it any other time. I still think the 
problem was reading one too many Shelter 
interviews. 

I guess the real turning point for me as a 
Hardline activist was when I went to see the 
movie Panther. It had just come out in the theater 
and that Saturday I went to see it alone. That 
movie really inspired me. It made me happy, 
angry and sad all at once. I thought to myself as I 
left that theater, "There needs to be a movement 
of people who will go to such lengths to defend 
ALL life." That's when it hit me, there was, it was 
called Hardline and for the first time since new 
year's eve, I realized that Hardline wasn't just a 
label, it was a method of action. I knew that I had 
some serious growing up to do and I had to do it 
fast. The animals and the Earth didn't have the 
time to deal with my immaturity. They couldn't 
care less about "scenes" and fashion, this was life 
and death! I had tried calling B. J. and the gang up 
in Dayton. I thought that they could help me get 
involved. Unfortunately I made the mistake of 
taking him seriously. He never called me back, 
good. I felt hopeless driving home from the 
theater. I finally understood what it meant to be 
Hardline and there was no way for me to get in 
touch with anyone involved. Then out of 
nowhere a BMW cut me off. I slammed on my 
breaks and came inches from wrecking. I was 
pissed big time. My bag spilled onto the floor and 
a copy of Forward To Eden fell out opened to the 
page with Dave's P.O. Box and Voicemail 
number. When I got home I called Dave. We 
talked for hours. He was a really nice guy once I 
got to know him. 

Eventually I told Dave about the 


conclusions that I came to about sex. He tried to 
explain things to me but he decided that The Tao 
of Health, Sex and Longevity could explain 
better. I checked it out. The things in there really 
made sense. The author didn't try to explain 
things from a standpoint of "this is wrong and this 
is right" he actually explained, in detail, the 
reasons why certain sexual practices, including 
excessive ejaculation were wrong, from a health 
perspective. This is the one of the books that the 
Hardline human sexuality stance is based upon. It 
sums up a lot of what we believe well. From that 
point on I have pretty much been steadily 
progressing in my life. Since then I have written 
an article and flyer on human sexuality, 
pornography, several on Hardline in genera! and 
this marks my third issue of this magazine. Oh 
yeah, I also (with the help of Shane and Dan) 
organized the 1995 Survival of the Fittest 
Hardline gathering. We had a month to plan it so 
yeah, obviously it sucked. I lost around $70 on 
that. 

A lot of things have helped to motivate me 
since then, and a lot of things have aided in giving 
me revelations. Going to jail helped a lot (that's 
another stop/ entirety) and so has the recent death 
of my friend and former Hardliner, Richard 
Terry. I realize now that we can't put things off 
until tomorrow, there might not be one. The 
Human race doesn't have that much longer on this 
planet at the rate things are going. You could die 
tomorrow, if you did, would you want to be 
thinking about all that could have been done or 
about all that you did to save lives and make the 
worid a better place?

What's the Matter With Pornography? 


According to the center for Mental 
Health Services, 42% of all women who are 
murdered in the United States are killed by their 
husbands. Every 15 seconds a woman in this 
country is beaten and every 6 minutes a woman is 
raped. According to a government report 98% of 
rapists will not be apprehended, convicted or 
incarcerated! This society that we live in is at its 
climactic point of moral decay. But what causes 
4? Are rapists born or made? What makes a man 
feel that he has superiority over a woman? 

Pornography is Addictive

ALF activists, dressed 
like authorities, busted into the 
house after convincing the wife 
to open the door and stated, 
"We are confiscating your 
animals. Call the police if y'ou 
want, we'd be more than happy 
to talk with them about how 
you've tortured you animals." 
The activists took the animals 
and walked out in broad 
daylight. 

When the husband later 
returned, the police were called 
to investigate. Out of an entire 
apartment building of hundreds 
of residents, nobody would talk 
to the police, except to express 
their happiness with what had 
happened.

Dear Destroy Babylon, 

Here are the questions you asked. I hope they serve a purpose to others besides those in 
Law Enforcement. I’d like to see a finished copy of your zine. I can get almost anything on 
paper in here, the volume of mail the prison gets allows only searches for contraband, not 
necessarily verbal content. Anyway, here goes: P.S. Let it be clearly understood that neither I 
nor the editors of Destroy Babylon encourage others to break the Law. 

DB: How are you doing in prison? 

Rod: Just fine. Iam in a medium security Federal Prison. I work on a landscraping crew so I'm out of 
my cell all day. I spend my non-working hours reading, writing, weightlifting, singing with a pow-wow 
drum group or just hanging out with other indigenous prisoners from my neighboring tribes. For me, 
prison is an undeserved vacation away from the Struggle to defend the Earth and Her animal children, 
its purpose is to reprogram the same values and principles of institutionalization that were forced on us 
in high school. Either we serve dominant society as wage slaves or follow our own ways which are 
subsequently criminalized. But its also a place to reach others who have been victimized by injustice 
and hopefully win them over to the fight for true liberty and justice. 

DB: Are you, or have you at any point been piaced in solitary confinement? 

Rod: I was only kept in solitary confinement during my pre-trial, pre-bail incarceration which was a 
blessing as it kept me away from the general jail population. I’m sure solitary was intended as coercion 
but it didn't work that way. Instead I had my own cell to pray and meditate, and await my release. 

DB: I’m assuming that you are vegan, what do you eat in prison? 

Rod: Tonight at chow time it was slim pickings, I only ate the green beans, some cucumbers, radishes 
and the fresh fruit dessert. I then boogied back to my cell where I zapped (we have one microwave per 
unit) some dehydrated brown rice and refried beans with Jalapeno slices. Yummmmm! 

DB: Was it difficult to get the prison to conform to your eating regimen ? 

Rod: They don't. The only dietary alternative in the Federal System is what is called " Common Fare". 
It is mostly cold, low-fat. Kosher dishes, not necessarily animal-free. But the food in here actually ain’t 
all that bad. It's real easy being veggie, a little harder being vegan. The food servers get to know you 
though, and appropriate x-tra veggies. As do friendly inmates more than happy to trade fries for your 
cheeseburger and other veggies for meat. I also shop at the commissary where I buy fresh fruit, beans 
(black and pinto) rice, ramen noodles, p-nut butter, tortillas, pea soup, salsa, ja’lapenos and granola. At 
this very moment I'm eating an apple with p. nut butter. 

DB: In the September 22 1992 issue of the Earth First Journal, you said that it wasn’t untii 
March 16, 1992 that you became aware of the FBI targeting you. What specific incidents 
brought you to that conclusion? 

Rod: It was no big surprise to know that the FBI were targeting me. Back in 88' FBI agent John Zent 
questioned me about recent anti-meat ALF arsons. He said the FBI suspected I might be approached

as a spokesperson based on my actions on behalf of the "Whale Nations" (their words not mine). Since 
that time the FBI began harassing my family and I. As my work with the animal lib movement grew, so 
did the FBI's interest in me. Finally in 91' when "operation bite back" began and I spoke to the media 
about it, and wrote articles about anti-fur farm actions, the FBI’s interest peaked. Following the 

firebombing of the M.S.U. 
mink research office, a search 
warrant was executed at an 
activists house. In that warrant I 
was named not as a suspect, but 
as being responsible for the 
ALF raid at M.S.U.'s fur farm 
research dept. Earlier than that 
my face was included on a 
wanted poster offering a 
$35,000 reward for the capture 
of ALF activists. 

DB: Is this when you went 
"underground" so to speak, 
and lived on the run? 



Rod: Yes. The choice was mine, either get a lawyer and enter the legal arena or enter into "life during 
wartime". Where I continued my activism unabated without gun-toting federal jackboots. I wanted 
some time off anyhow, things were getting hot, no pun intended. 

DB: How were you captured? 


Rod: An anonymous tip to crimestoppers and some snitch was $22,000 richer. My activism continued 
despite my face in every post office in america. I was living on the Pascua Yaqui Pueblo Indian 
reservation. I was politically active, religiously active, and my presence as "Martin Rubio" was widely 
known. On 10/29/94 a bureau of Indian Affairs (BIA) cop came to my house requesting help from me 
with a wounded Hawk brought into the Fire Dept.. I lived with and helped care for a menagerie of 
critters, so I wasn't too suspicious. When I entered the Fire Dept, over 12u.s. Marshalls, FBI and ATF 
agents jumped me. I was only mildly surprised to see the ATF agent John Comery from Portland who 
had been hunting me for over 3 years. 

DB: I have heard that you were arrested while in the company of Native Americans that you were 
helping out. Can you describe your activities there and whatyou w ere doing to help them? 

Rod: I am an indigenous Yaqui. My Great 
Grandmother escaped being sold into slavery and 
deportation by stowing away on a boat to 
California in the 1800's, from our homeland in 
present day Sonora. When countless animal rights 
groups and activists refused supporting me, I 
returned to my tribe and was taken in by our 
spiritual leader who saw me only as a Yaqui. He 
and I started a youth group where we met weekly to 
teach "at risk kids". We would go camping, hiking 
and swimming, talk with elders, watch videos 
about environmental and social justice issues and 
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cook traditional foods from native plants in the region. I am also a member of our tribes warrior society 
and as such my life belongs to the people , my primary' purpose being to protect the land, people and 
culture. We also carried out religious obligations at ceremonies where we sing and dance to songs 
honoring fallen warriors and animals. My elder and I were also active in supporting the indigenous 
Mayan warriors in Chiapas aiding caravans to them and attending rallies and fund-raisers. We also 
would travel to our homelands in Mexico to aid our people down there in protecting the land. My elder 
has spent his whole life as an activist and I pretty much just helped him continue. On my own I formed 
coalitions with youth activists in the environmental movement and among the Apache tribe. I also 
participated in the Student Environmental Action Coalition’s "People of Color Caucus" and served as 
an indigenous representative mostly in regards to protecting sacred sites like Mt. Graham. 

DB: It is also my understanding that you plead guilty to assisting in the destruction of a mink 
research facility and the theft of a historical document. Is this indeed the case? Can you describe 
the situation involving the arson and the theft? 

Rod: The two charges I pled guilty' to related to two separate incidents, in February 92' I was involved 
with the "Reparation" of a diary belonging to one of General George Armstrong Custer's 7th Calvary 
Soldiers. The diary-' was taken from a museum at the Little Bighorn Battlefield site and was offered to 
be returned upon the return of sacred indigenous objects on display and an American Indian 
Movement approved display detailing the indigenous perspective of the battle being implemented. 
The demands were not met and the diary was burned. 

The other charge was aiding and abetting arson pertaining to the destruction of over 32 years ot 
animal research on behalf of the Mink Farm industry at Michigan State University by the ALF. The 
raid and arson caused over $1.5 million in damage. I was a conduit for the ALF taking the stolen 
research records and photos and releasing them to the media. By agreeing to plead guilty to these two 
charges, five other charges were dropped accusing me of being responsible tor over six different ALF 
raids in four different states. 

DB: Ifyou had it all to do over again would you do it? 

Rod: Of course, but I’d do it bigger and better! 

DB: Once arrested, how did you acquire a lawyer? 

Rod: PET A and my family coughed up the bucks for a lawyer. 

DB: Do you feel that he/she represented you well? 

Rod: No, but has any indigenous warrior been fairly represented against the u.s. government? 

DB: Can you tell us about the court proceedings? 

Rod: I chose to take a plea bargain not only because of hard evidence like fingerprints, but also because 
I do not believe in the u.s. government's definition of justice. I couldn't win. The FBI was determined 
to make an example out of me and I refused to justify the expenditure of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in a trial that I knew I'd lose. Movement money' should be spent on actions not legal battles and 
legislation. I admit I broke the enemies laws and I'll accept the consequences rather than play their 
games where the Earth and animals always lose. I was offered a deal to walk if I snitched out other ALF 
activists which is good until August 96'. To this I say: "EAT MY SHORT S !" 

DB: At what age and how did you enter into the wonderful world of activism? 

Rod: For me the struggle began when I was born. It is in my DNA as an indigenous person. When I 
was 12 I decided to dedicate my life to direct action on behalf of the Earth and animals after watching a 
documentary about the Sea Shepherd and GreenPeace (when they weren't wimps). When I was 18 I 
joined the crew of the Sea Shepherd and sailed to the Danish Faroe Islands to interfere with the 
slaughter of Pilot Whales. This same year I began smashing the windows of fur shops.

DB: What plans do you have for when you get out? 

Rod: Return to my reservation, continue my work with the youth, work towards protecting our 
homelands. I will heip in cultural preservation w’ork for the tribe. I'll write, speak and maybe do the 
family thing and have a kid, I don’t know. 

DB: Any advice for activists reading this? 

Rod: Yeah, get active!!! Get out there and follow your heart. You know what is right. Defend our 
Earth Mother, protect Her animal children by any means necessary’, just don't kill or injure anybody. 
All life is sacred. Discover the power within yourself, don't let the enemy make you believe you are 
helpless to the genocide and slaughter around you. Ever if you save one animal's life, one tree, then 
you've made a difference. Keep your mouth shut, be careful and don't forget to enjoy all the beauty we 
fight to protect. There is all the power we need to learn in the last wild places and our animal relations 
can teach it to us. Remember our generation will either be the most effective or the most disastrous in 
preserving this life support system we call Earth. Don't waste your time with crumbs from the enemies 
table. Do you think we'll ever win the legal game when they make all the rules? 

DB: Final comments? 

Rod: Don't let prison scare you away from what your heart tells you to do. Prison was my worst fear 
but now that I'm here, it's a piece of cake. If it happens, you can catch up on reading, exercise, art, 
writing, music or whatever. When we overcome our worst fears we become dangerous to our 
oppressors and only then can we truly be free. Try it I promise you'll like it. Goddess bless and let's get 
to work! 

DB: Thank you again for doing this interview. It means a iot to me an aii innocent life 
throughout existence. We will be in touch. 
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I was just in the middle of typing another section for this issue but I just couldn't get something ou? 
of my mind. Now I'm going to be totally honest with you because I’m not doing this zine to please anyone 
at all. Our sole purpose behind putting this out is to educate those who are able to be reached and to show 
them that there is a way out of this man-made hell on Earth. Just a couple of minutes ago I received a call 
from Dave of Upstate Hardline. He didn't have very long to talk but what he did say struck something way 
down inside of me. He urged me not to put the final Raid interview in Destroy Babylon. Of course I 
wondered why. I'm certain that quite a few of you have purchased this zine, with no prior knowledge of 
this publication, for the sole purpose of reading that interview. If you did then good, my intentions 
succeeded. If you didn't buy it for that reason then maybe Dave was right, this magazine can sell on its 
own merit. It's not so much that I questioned the ability of Destroy Babylon to sell on its own, rather I 
realized that there really aren’t that many people out there who read the interview and I thought that with 
the recent rerelease of Raid on Victory, their popularity’ could help with zine sales. More zines sold, more 
zines read, more people educated. 

Well, those are the politics behind all of that. Bear in mind that Dave wasn't all that concerned with 
you not reading the interview, it's just that some former Hardliners seem to get big heads and even more 
greatly inflated egos when we ever reproduce things that they have made or contributed to while being 
Hardline. " I wonder which one of our essays they're going to reprint next" (ha ha).

Several people 
would live there all year round 
and maintain the commune while 
the rest of the Hardline activists 
would remain in the city and 
return to the commune every 
summer to tram and give 
themselves a rest from modem 
life. At the end of the summer 
they would go back to the city and 
put what they had learned to use. 

The importance of 
distribution and fund-raisers is 
seen here. Without money we can 
not buy the supplies to build such 
a structure, or to acquire the land, 
furnishings and weights therein. 
Every chapter should have some 
sort of distribution to raise money 
for this. If you feel that you are 
having little or no effect in the 
area where you are located now, 
then you should seriously 
consider moving to a different 
(even an established) chapter. If 
you are unwilling to pass out 
flyers to get others interested in 
Hardline, if you won't sell and 
distribute Hardline materials, if 
you don't communicate with other 
Hardline activists and you are 
unwilling to relocate for the 
struggle then how can your 
dedication be taken seriously and 
how can you be expected to 
possibly dedicate your freedom 
and your life in the future? 

Please give us some input 
on what you think. Thanks! 
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Well, we sincerely hope that you have enjoyed this issue as well as all of the others. This one was especially 
challenging to put out because our printer broke and we had to print everything out somewhere else. Computers suck! 
We'ie glad thatyou gave this a fair shake and read it with an open mind. Around a year and a half ago, when Igot into 
Hardline, I never could have imagined it growing to the level where it is at now. However it has and from the looks of 
things will continue to grow. 

If there is one thing that I want you to take away from this it would be the words of Dave in the Talisman 
interview when he said that accusations of Hardline "tailing in the past" have no bearing whatsoever on Hardline 
today, which is stronger than ever! If you have heard rumors from the hard-core/punk scene about us then don’t just go 
on your blind faith in gossip, write to us or your local Hardline chapter, we can clear things up for you. As always 
remember that you can feel free to write to us, we will always respond promptly. If this decaying world is to ever 
survive, then all activists for true liberation must unite!
